REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

2. The examiner has updated the search and considered all references submitted in 
the applicant's IDS including the Singapore PCT search report. Although the PCT 
reports and X reference, the applicant's previous amendments have deleted any 
surfactant groups which would read on this particular reference. As no other references 
were found the applicant's claims are allowed for those reason previously presented. In 
particular the combination of the aqueous solvent, non-aqueous solvent and the 
specifically defined surfactants were not found in the prior art of record nor would it have 
been obvious to combine reference to obtain this specific combination of compounds.
